A  circular  uuder  this  title  has 
recently  been  sent  by  an  emi¬ 
nent  Minister  of  the  E|iisco|tal 
Church  in  Lomlon,  to  a  Chris¬ 
tian  friend  in  Rustoii,  which  has 
been  reprinted  and  extensively 
circulated.  Desirous  of  exciting 
the  spirit,  which  it  is  calculated 
to  inspire,  and  of  ditfusing  the 
knowledge  of  the  plan  firoiiosetl 
more  exlensively,  we  give  the 
sulrstance  of  it  a  place  in  the 
Monitor,  “and  do  earnestly  re¬ 
commend  it  to  all  who  wish  the 
prosperity  of  the  Kedeemer’s 
kingdom,  and  the  salvation  of 
their  fellow  men  ” 

The  writer  suggests  that  in 
Biirh  a  day  as  the  present,  “one 
great  question  ought  to  occupy 
the  mind, — How  to  overcome 
the  evil,  ami  to  extend  the  good ; 
how  to  confound  the  works  of 
baton,  and  to  enlarge  and  estab¬ 
lish  the  kinedoin  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,'*  and  says,

elies  are  in  active  operation  to 
siqipress  vice,  to  reform  our  |)ris- 
ons,  to  afford  a  refuge  for-  ihe 
destitute — to  provide  an  asylum 
for  the  penitent— -to  educate  the 
young — to  circulate  the  Holy 

beriptures - to  evangelize  the 

heathen — and  to  promote  Chris-  I 
tianity  among  the  .lews.

of  these  institutions  has  its  pccii-  | 
liar  excellence,  but  they  are  all  | 
limited  t:i  their  object  and  in  ! 


No  one  great  and 
extensive  plan  has  yet  been  a- 
Mopted,  which  may,  at  the  sirme 
time,  elTectually  Irenefit  our¬ 
selves,  our  families,  our  country, 
and  the  world  at  large*

.MISSIONARY  MEETI.YC. 

At  a  late  meeting  of  the 
frientls  of  Missions  in  Boston, 
several  interesting  addresses 
were  made,  calotflated  to  excite 
a  more  lively  interest  in  the  sub 
ject,  and  arouse  to  more  vigorous 
action.  We  select  the  following 
remarks  as  given  in  tba  Boston 


Recorder,  l»ecanse  they  are  re¬ 
plete  with  interesting  informa¬ 
tion,  which  is  the  result  of  actual 
survey,  af«d  entitled  to  full  cre.d- 
if. 

“.Mr.  Wm.  Ropes  next  addri 
f«l  (be  meeting.  He  was  iiiiwill- 
ing,  when  hislestimony  could  he 
of  any  value,  to  refrain  from  giv¬ 
ing  it  in  favor  of  Missions.  All 
that  is  wanted  to  excite  a  deep 
interest  on  this  siil^ect  is  to  at¬ 
tend  to  the  go«Ml  wtiich  has  heeii 
effected.  Mr-  R.  said  it  had  fal¬ 
len  to  his  lot  to  he  on  Missiona¬ 
ry  ground  in  India  He  was  ar- 
qiiainted  with  most  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Bengal.  He  had 
an  opportunity  to  witness  the 
good  effects  not  only  upon  the 
natives,  hut  upon  Rnro|ieans. 
What  would  Bengal  have  been 
without  Missionaries  ?  There 
was  a  constant  accumulation  of 
foreigners,  men,  whose  ohjeot 
was  to  make  fortunes  ;  very  few 
were  men  of  religion.  A  few 
years  ago  there  were  no  religions 
instilutions,  and  no  churches  ex¬ 
cept  two  or  three  lielonging  to 
Catltolics.  The  officers  of  gov¬ 
ernment  frequently  oii|)08ed  ef¬ 
forts  to  do  gofid.  When  Dr. 
Cary  first  went  to  India,  he 
found  nil  entire  destitution  of  re¬ 
ligious  privileges.  Mr.  R.  heard 
Dr,  Cary,  in  a  sermon  u  year 
ago,  appeal  to  his  rongregation, 
that  twenty  3’ears  before  there 
were  not  five  serious  persons  in 
Bengal.  Now  Calcutta  is  one 
of  the  most  favored  places* 
The  Missionaries  there  are  as 
res[)ectahle  as  any  men  in  our 
own  country.  It  is  fourteen 
years  since  Mr.  Thomason  was 
sent  out.  He  is  your  agent,  said 
dr.  R.  no  man  Is  more  resptct- 
ed.  The  Baptist  Missionaries 
I  are  making  great  efforts,  they 
■  are  highly  respected.  They 
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have  a  great  many  sclinola,  ami 
large  influence  with  men  in  pow¬ 
er.  Mr  U«lnej’ Hn»l  many  other 
gentlemen,  high  in  Irupt  under 
the  Comiiany,  are  friendly  to 
Miaaiuna.  At  iSeraropnre  the 
eflecla  are  very  pleasing.  He 
had  an  o|>portunity  to  see  a  con- 
.oiderahle  miml>er  of  the  converts 
ihe  c,  who  do  honor  to  their  p'o- 
tesaiun.  He  heard  the  venerable 

Krishiioo  preach. - Through 

twenty  years  of  trial  he  has 
never  dishonored  religion.  Mr. 
|{.  spent  a  sabbath  at  Seram|)ore. 
It  was  one  of  the  moat  pleasant 
rf  his  life.  He  walked  with  one 
of  the  Missionaries  to  see  some 
of  the  Christian  families.  It  was 
easy  ns  they  passed. to  say,  ‘sure¬ 
ly  there  dwells  a  Christian  fami¬ 
ly.’  Their  superior  neatness 
and  regularity  distinguish  them 
plainly  from  their  unconverted 
neighbors.  Here  they  saw  the 
women  companions  of  the  men. 
'rire  evening  services  wereclos- 
♦  d  with  orayer  by  a  native  Chris- 
ti'  n.  His  manner  was  extreme¬ 
ly  earnest,  and  a  gentleman  who 
understood  the  ideas,  remarked 
that  it  was  in  a  strain  of  elevat¬ 
ed  devotion,  which  our  language 
could  not  reach.  In  Bengal  the 
Knglish  melluMi  of  instruction 
has  been  introduced  into  two 
hundred  native  schools.  A 
school  book  society  has  been 
established. — In  this  way  all  the 
sciences  of  the  English  language 
are  introduced,  and  finally  the 
Christian  religion.  The  good 
eflee.t  of  this  w  ill  be  beyond  all 
calculation.  He  would  relate  an 
anecilote  which  would  set  in  a 
strong  light  the  degraded  state 
of  women  in  Bengal,  A  friend  of 
his  asked  a  rich  native  why  he 
rlid  not  receive  his  wife  and 
daughters  to  his  table  and  make 
them  his  compaoioae.  ‘Figure 


fo  yourself,’  said  he,  ‘what  you 
would  enjoy  with  y«>urcfK>k  and 
your  scullion  at  your  table  and 
in  their  8<*ciely,  and  you  will 
know  wh.at  I  can  enjoy  from  the 
compapy  of  my  wife  and  daugh¬ 
ters.’  A  riother  deeply  lamented 
tlie  practice  of  keeping  women  in 
subjection, ‘bul,'8aid  be.‘iii  twelve 
y-rars  we  shall  enjoy  in  this  res¬ 
pect  what  ('hrislians  do.’  He 
knew  that  it  had  been  supposed 
that  M  isgionaries,  ns  Siam  as  they 
mingle  with  the  heathen,  lose 
their  eharacler  and  imhihe  the 
vices  of  the  heathen  ;  but  he 
could  l)ear  testimony  to  the  char¬ 
acter  of  IMissionsrie?  in  Bengal. 
All  which  he  had  said  in  favor 
of  others,  applied  equally  to  our 
own  Missionaries.  He  was  ac¬ 
quainted  with  them,  and  could 
testify  to  the  high  estimation  in 
which  they  are  held  as  men  of 
learning  and  integrity.  He 
could  say  (bat  what  this  country 
is  doing  has  a  powerfid  ctfect  in 
arousing  other  nations.  Those 
in  England  and  India  say',  if  A- 
merica  can  do  so  much,  we  must 
do  mure.  He  bail  been  present 
at  a  meeting,  where  those  high¬ 
est  in  ofliee  in  Imlia  came  for¬ 
ward  in  support  of  Missions.  He 
hoped  that  in  this  Christian 
(•ouiilry  no  one  woidd  oppose. 
Had  it  not  been  f(*r  Missionaries, 
(his  meeting  would  not  h.ivc  ex¬ 
isted,  this  country  would  not 
have  been  settled.  He  hoped 
people  would  examine  this  sub¬ 
ject  ns  they  do  other  subjects, 
and  he  was  certain  that  (hose, 
who  do  not  act  in  favor  of  Mis¬ 
sions  will  forever  legret  it,  and 
those  who  do  act  will  regret,  if 
they  do  not  all  which  it  is  possi¬ 
ble  for  them  to  do  for  iht  glory 
of  God.” 


Tresbyterian  Chiirch.- 

?RKfiBYTK»IAN  cnURCH. 

Trom  the  compendloiis  view 
of  the  Btatistical  reports  presonteil 
fo  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
cession  in  May,  1821,  it  appears 
there  are  at  present  under  its  care^ 
l2sTno<lsand  02  presbyteries 
fifty  of  these  presbyteries  sent 
up  rej»orts  to  this  Assembly,  but 
(hey  were  not  all  perfect,  forty- 
light  only  rejiorted  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cnminiinicants  atided  the 
last  year,  anil  forty-vine  on  the 
^(hole  number  of  communicants. 
f0rty<ighi  have  reported  no  the 
mimi)er  of  baptisms.  Of  thirteen 
hundred  congregations,  tlie  whole 
uuniber  reported  by  50  presby¬ 
teries,  five  hundred  and  scvenly- 
(iglit  have  reported  the  number 
of  communicants  added  to  them 
tiurint;  the  last  year,  to  be  7, 1  SO; 
and  Oil  congregations  the  total 
number,  now  in  communion,  to 
be  7 1  361.  Three  hundred  and 
screnty-thrcc  congregations  have 
rejiorted  (he  instances  of  adult 
■isplisms  in  them  during  the  last 
year,  which  amount  to  2,101;  and 
404,  (he  cases  uf  infant  baptisms, 
which  amount  to  8,105.  The 
hO  presbyteries,  which  have  re¬ 
ported,  contain  516  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  who  have  pastoral 
charges,  and  188  who  have  not; 
pivinga  total  of  734;  and  have  un¬ 
iter  their  care  103  licentiates  and 
101  candidates.  The  congrega¬ 
tions  within  the  hounds  of  these 
50  presbyteries,  which  are  stat¬ 
edly  supplied,  are  793;  vacant 
and  able  to  support  a  pastor,  103: 
united,  able.  20  ;  and  unable  in 
their  present  condition,  318.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  12  pres¬ 
byteries  should  have  made  no 
returns :  and  that  other  large 
presbyteries  sliotild  have  report¬ 
ed  little  else  than  the  names  of 
their  ministers  and  churches, 
^lot  half  of  the  1300  congreg.v 
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lions  reported,  have  stated  their 
increase  during  the  last  year ; 
we  may  warrantably  conclude, 
therefore,  aince  the  wliole  nnm- 
lier  of  communiemta  in  651  coai- 
gregatious  is  upwards  of  71.000, 
that  the  whole  number  in  all 
uiir  congregations  cannot  he  less 
than  142  000.  The  number  of 
ordained  ministers  in  our  connex¬ 
ion  we  estimate  at  1000.

Sir — The  following  anecdote  wa*  re¬ 
lated  by  the  Rev.  Ur.  M’ - ,  (who 

knew  the  fact)  to  a  <uciul  meeting 
for  prayer  ;  •• 

A  gentleman  resitlintr  in  the 
weeterii  part  of  thm  State,  a  few 
years  »incc,  had  sent  two  of  his 
daughlers  to  Litchfield  for  an 
education-  While  they  were 
there,  Uod  was  jileased  to  bless 
tl»e  place  vvith  a  revival  of  reli¬ 
gion.  The  news  of  it  reached 
the  ears  of  their  father.  He  was 
much  troubled  for  his  daughters; 
apprehensive  (to  use  his  own 
words)  that  their  minds  would  be 
alTecteil,  and  they  be  frightened 
into  religion. 

He  had  been  informed  that 
they  were  inquiring  with  the 
deepest  solicitude,  the  way  of 
eternal  life. 

Alive  (as  he  thought)  to  their 
happiness,  and  determined  to 
allay  their  fears  and  i|uiet  their 
distresses,  he  sent  a  friend  to 
Litchfield  with  |»ositive  orders 
to  bring  them  immediately  home, 
that  they  might  not  be  lost  to 
all  happiiM-ss  and  hope,  and  con¬ 
signed  to  gloom  and  de8|>onden- 
cy. 

The  messenger  departed  on 
this  errand  of  their  father’s  love. 
He  arrived — but  was  too  late. 
rjfMl  had  baptized  them  both 
with  his  Spirit,  and  ado|)ted 
them  into  his  family.  They 
bad  chosen  Christ  for  their  por¬ 
tion,  and  had  resolved  that  what¬ 
ever  others  might  ilo.  they  would 
serve  the  Lord.  They  looked 
•it  lx>lh  sides  of  llie  great  ques¬ 
tion — (hey  looked  at  (he  world, 
and  Ihey  hmked  to  (Jod  and  the 
glories  of  immortality,  and  with 
an  eye  full  fitted  on  Heaven, 
(hey  tletermiijctl  to  live  for  eter¬ 
nity. 


They  returned  to  (heir  father'# 
— not  overwhelmed  (as  he  ex¬ 
pected)  witli  glotirn  and  tlespoo- 
tlency,  hut  with  hearts  glowiug 
with  gratitude  to  Gotl,  and  conn- 
teiiances  beaming  with  a  heaven¬ 
ly  serenity  and  celestial  hope. 
Indeed  they  rejoiced  in  tbe 
Lonl. 

'I’hey  folil  their  father  what 
the  I.ord  had  done  for  their  souk 
— that  they  were  pilgrims  he»e— 
Ihey  kept  in  view  the  bright 
fieltl  of  promise  as  ihey  Iraver?- 
etl  this  desejt  of  sin,  and  were 
looking  for  that  city  w  hich  hath 
foundations. 

Soon  after  their  retarn  home, 
they  were  anxious  to  establish 
fan'ily  worsbii*.  T’hey  atfectiou- 
ately  requested  their  father  to 
comiiience  that  duty — He  replied 
that  he  saw  no  use  in  it. — He 
had  lived  very  well  more  than 
fifty  years  without  prayer,  and 
he  could  not  be  hurthened  with 
it  now.  They  then  asked  per¬ 
mission  to  pray  with  the  family 
themselves.  Not  thinking  they 
would  have  confidence  to  doit, 
he  assenteil  to  the  proposition. 

The  duties  of  the  day  being 
ended,  and  the  hour  for  retiring 
to  rest  having  arrived,  the  sis¬ 
ters  drew  forward  the  stand, 
placed  on  it  the  Bible— one  read 
a  chapter — (hey  Ijolh  kneeled— 
the  other  engaged  hi  prayer. 
The  father  stooil — and  w  hile  the 
humble  fervent  prayer  of*  his 
daughter  was  ascending  on  de¬ 
votion's  wing  to  Heaven,  his 
knees  began  to  tremble;  his 
nerves  which  had  lH‘en gathering 
strength  for  half  a  century,  could 
no  longer  support  him — he  also 
kneeled,  and  then  became  pros¬ 
trate  on  (he  floor.  Uml  heard 
their  prayer,  and  directed  (heir 
father’s  weeping  eyes  (which 
had  never  sited  tears  of  peuitencf 
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before)  to  the  Lamb  of  God.  who 
taketh  away  the  sins  of  the 
world.

DIVINITY  OF  CHRIST. 

Extract  from  a  manuscript  sermon 
rounded  on  Col.  ii.  8,  9. 

Bticare  Ittl  any  man  spoil  you 
through  philosophy  and  ram  deceit, 
after  the  traditions  0/  men,  after  the 
rudiments  of  the  irorld,  and  not  after 
Christ.  For  in  him  direlltlh  all  the 
fulness  of  the  (iodhead  bodily. 

‘'if  Christ  be  the  independent 
Jehovah,  and  we  receive  him  as 
dependant,  and  as  having  deriv¬ 
ed  his  powers,  we  take  fiom  him 
the  essence  of  the  Godhead. — 
Independence  is  an  incomiuuni- 
rahle  perfection  of  Jehovah,  and 
dependance  is  as  necessary  to 
every  creature,  whether  it  be 
the  highest  or  lowest. — If  Christ 
be  not  independent,  all  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  the  Godhead  does  nut 
dwell  in  him. 

“There  must  be  an  infinite 
disparity  lietween  the  greatest  tie- 
pendaU  creature,  and  the  itulfpen- 

dent  Jehovah. - But  Christ 

thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal 
with  God  ;  then  he  must  be  in¬ 
dependent,  and  a  proper  object 
of  worship.  Let  us  then  honor 
the  Sod  as  we  honor  the  Fath¬ 
er  hy  acknowledging  him  to 
possess  the  same  iierfeclions. 
When  we  contemplate  the  ti¬ 
tles  which  Christ  bears  as  God, 
that  he  possesses  the  periec- 
tions  peculiar  to  GchI,  performs 
the  works  which  none  but  God 
can,  and  receives  equal  honors, 
or  worship,  are  we  not  all  con¬ 
strained  to  say  with  Thomas, My 
LonI  and  my  Gotl  } 

“The  apostle  clearly  intimates 
that  if  we  give  heed  to  the  phi¬ 


losophy  and  vnin  deceit  of  raen^ 
their  traditions  ami  rudiments,  or 
inventions,  we  shall  ruin  our¬ 
selves,  and  those  who  give 
heed  to  our  doctrine.  The 
scriptures  abundantly  teach  us, 
that  Christ  is  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords. — That  he  is  God, 
the  mighty  God.  God  over  all, 
that  he  is  equal  with  God,  in  him 
all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead 
dwelleth,  that  he  is  the  true  God 
and  Jehovah. 

“Were  any  of  us  authorised  to 
tc.Tch  that  Christ  is  really  Goil 
as  well  as  man,  and  were  we  per¬ 
mitted  to  cIxMise  ourown  language 
to  communicate  the  idea,  it  would 
be  im|>o8sihle  to  invent  expres¬ 
sions,  which  would  put  it  be¬ 
yond  a  doubt,  if  the  scriptures  do 
not. — Would  you  say.  He  is  the 
mighty  God, the  everlasting  Fath¬ 
er?  So  says  the  pro|)het. — Would 
you  say,  God  was  made  flesh  and 
dwelt  among  us  ?  So  say  the 
scriptures. —  Would  you  say.  He 
is  the  true  Gwl  ?  The  scriptures 
have  said  it  liefore  you. — Would 
you  to  put  it  tieyond  a  doubt  say. 
He  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be 
equal  with  Gml  ?  So  says  the 
apostle — Would  you  say,  all  the 
fulness  of  the  Godhead  dwelleth 
bodihf  in  him  ?  So  saith  the  text. 
— Would  you  apply  to  him  the 
title  Jehovah,  which  is  never 
applied  to  u  creature  ?  The 
prophet  sets  up  Christ ‘by  the 
title,*  Jehovah,  oiirrighteousness. 
— Would  you  apply  perfections  to 
Him,  which  no  creature  possess¬ 
es?  So  do  Ihe  scriptures  to  Christ. 
— Would  you  say.  He  performed 
things,  which  no  one  but  God 
can  ?  Till?  scriptures  say  the 
same  of  Christ. —  Would  ytm  set 
up  God  as  tlie  only  object  of
